D is e a s e P r o p a g a t e d b y f ff llk . 
Dr. Klebj asserts that the milk of tubercu­ 
lar cows brings on tuberculosis In various an­ 
imals. 
The affection generally commences 
with intestinal catarrh, folowed by tuberculi­ 
zation of Hic mesenteric ganglia, the liver, 
and spleen, and ending In extensire miliary 
tuberculosis of the thoracic organs. 
Infec­ 
tion by means of the milk may be without re­ 
sult in vigorous organisms ; and the author 
lias even seen full formed tubercles resorb and 
disappear through cicatrization. 
It is likely, 
adds Dr. Klebs, that the tubercular virus Is 
contained in varying proportions in the milk 
of cows which are more or less diseased, and 
the scrofulosis may occur, in children boro 
without tubercle, through the milk of an un­ 
healthy mother or wet nurse. 
Iu conclusion, 
the author expresses the view that the virus is 
contained in the serum of milk, in a dissolved 
state, and that it is not destroyed by boiling, 
which i3 ordinarily insufficient. 
If those facts 
are not overstated, and they do not seem to 
be so, what ii dangerous article must be that 
which is measured out in thousands of gal­ 
lons daily, in all large cities, the product of 
phthisical cows, feel on distillery slops, and 
choked with foul odors I 
The milk of one tu­ 
berculous cow will contaminate that of the 
whole dairy when mixed in the cans. 
The 
propagation of typhoid fever by milk has 
been only two clearly shown iu London this 
year; aud now have we not lo lay to the 
charge of the same fluid the maintenance of 
a part of the terrible prevalence of phthisis 
among xx**—Medical and Surgical Reporter. 


T h o llc e - K e e p e r a ’ C o il v o litio n * 
The third annual convention of tho North 
American Bee-Keepers' Society, recently beld 
at Louisville, Ky., was very sparely attended, 
the delegates present lieing eighteen in all, au 
unaccountably meagre representation,as com­ 
pared with the large meetings of the two pre­ 
vious years. 
There was an informal talk of 
broad comb and its probable formation; one 
member related bis loss of thirty colonies in 
consequence of the .singular disappearance of 
the queens, owing, it was thought, to a dis­ 
case generally prevalent daring the year, and 
which proved particularly fatal to the queens, 
killing them a short time after the attack.— 
A general expression upon the subject showed 
a unanimity in favor of sugar syrup, or pure 
white candy, in preference to late Fall honey 
as food for weak swarms in Winter, and one 
member advised that it be prepared by dis­ 
solving a quart of “ coffee crushed” in a pint 
of boiling water. 
Alsike clover waj very 
highly recommended, some deeming it supe­ 
rior to the white or ret I, not only for lice pas­ 
turage but for cattle feed as well. 
A remark 
was nude to the effect that the consumers 
may easily be in error when they suppose that 
the presence of comb iii tho boney sold iu the 
market is a sufficient guarantee of excellence, 
and that extruded honey is necessarily adul­ 
terated, it being a trick of the trade to place 
comb In manufactured honey in order to help 
the -a1** of Hie worthless article. 


A p p le T r e e * . 
Hie Westers Rural once advised its readers 
vv ho Had purchased young apple trees in the 
Autumn to defer the planting until Spring, 
and in the mean time cover them with soil ai 
a protection during Winter. 
Mr. Holcomb 
now comes forward ami nays that he has 
cause to be thankful for such good advice, as 
out of the 20C trees planted 203 lived and 
made a nice growth; the oilier, owing to a 
defective root, staid green all bummer but 
died in the Fall. 
A neighbor obtained the 
same kind of trees, from the same block, Ac., 
lull merely dug a hole and stood them erect, 
finishing by piling up soil around the trunks 
ulxrut one foot high. 
In the Spring they were 
planted, and very carefully too, but out of 160 
trees more than 40 never started at all. 
An­ 
other neighing went to the 
same nursery, 
about tile sarno time, bat planted his trees at 
once in the Autumn, taking great care of the 
roots, Ae. 
The result with him was they all 
died. 
Test cases such as these would seem 
to prove that iii localities where the severity 
of the Winter frequently injures youog and 
recently transplanted trees, the proper plan 
is to lay them flat, cover them with coil, and 
leave them till Spriug. 
A coat of earth guar­ 
antees against injury iu every case where mice 
are but too plentiful. 


H o r* , * P o is o n e d b y f o u l H a l e r . 
The North British Agriculturist says : “An- 
, oilier illustration of the dangers of drinking 
foul water recently occurred at Stoke-under- 
Ham iu Somersetshire. Several sheep having 
died, were opened and skinned iu the field 
where tile work-horses were pastured. 
One 
of these was subsequently attacked with vio­ 
lent and somewhat unusual symptoms, short­ 
ly died, aud was most carelessly examined 
and skinned close to the pond where the ani­ 
mals of the farm were watered. 
Blood, in­ 
testinal contents, aud garbage were swept bi­ 
lo the pool, which in addition appears to have 
received, as is still sadly too common, the 
ioakage from the yards aud the drainage 
from the farm-house. 
But it is the last straw 
that breaks the camel’s back; the putrifying, 
poisonous organic matter swallowed with the 
foul water, speedily produced blood-poison­ 
ing, fever, congestion, and death of the six 
surviving horses.

Dr. Klebs asserts that the milk of tubercu­ 
lar cows brings on tuberculosis in various an­ 
imals. The affection generally commences 
with intestinal catarrh, folowed by tuberculi­ 
zation of the mesenteric gaDglia, the liver, 
and spleen, and ending in extensive miliary 
tuberculosis of the thoracic organs. 
Infec­ 
tion by means of the milk may be without re­ 
sult in vigorous organisms ; and the author 
has even seen full formed tubercles resorb and 
disappear through cicatrization. 
It ¡3 likely, 
add9 Dr. Klebs, that the tubercular virus is 
contained in varying proportions in the milk 
of cows which are more or less diseased, and 
the 3crofulosis may occur, ia children born 
without tubercle, through the milk of an un­ 
healthy mother or wet nurse. In conclusion, 
the author expresses the view that the virus is 
contained in the serum of milk, iu a dissolved 
state, and that it is not destroyed by boiliug, 
which is ordinarily insufficient. 
If these facts 
are not overstated, and they <lo not seem to 
be so, whnt a dangerous article must be that 
which is measured out in thousands of gal­ 
lons daily, in all large cities, the product of 
phthisical cows, fed on distillery slops, and 
choked with foul odors 1 The milk of one tu­ 
berculous cow will contaminate that of the 
whole dairy when mixed in the cans. The 
propagation of typhoid fever by milk has 
been only two clearly shown iu London this 
year; and now have we not to lay to the 
charge of the same fluid the maintenance of 
a part of the terrible prevalence of phthisis 
among us?—Medical and Surgical Reporter.

T h e B e e -K e e p e r» ’ C o n v e n tio n . 
The third annual convention of the North 
American Bee-Keepers’ Society, recently held 
at Louisville, Ky., was very sparely attended, 
the delegates present being eighteen in all, an 
unaccountably meagre representation^ com­ 
pared with the large meetings of the two pre­ 
vious years. 
There was an informal talk of 
broad comb and Its probable formation; one 
member related his loss of thirty colonies in 
consequence of the singular disappearance of 
the queens, owing, it was thought, to a dis­ 
ease generally prevalent daring the year, and 
which proved particularly fatal to the queens, 
killing them a short time after the attack.— 
A general expression upon the subject showed 
a unanimity in favor of sugar syrup, or pure 
white candy, in preference to late Fall honey 
as food for weak swarms in Winter, and one 
member advised that it be prepared by dis­ 
solving a quart of “ coffee crushed” In a pint 
of boiling water. Alsikc clover was very 
highly recommended, some deeming it supe­ 
rior to the white or red, not only for bee pas­ 
turage but for cattle feed as well. 
A remark 
was made to the effect that the consumers 
may easily be in error when they suppose that 
the presence of comb in the honey sold in the 
market is a sufficient guarantee of excellence, 
and that extracted honey is necessarily adul­ 
terated, it beiDg a trick of the trade to place 
comb in manufactured honey in order to help 
the sale of the worthless article. 


A p p le T ree» . 
The Western Rural once advised its readers 
who had purchased young apple trees in the 
Autumn to defer the planting until Spring, 
and in the mean time cover them with soil as 
a protection during Winter. 
Mr. Holcomb 
now comes forward and says that be bos 
cause to be thankful for such good advice, as 
out of the 20G trees plauted 205 lived and 
made a nice growth; the other, owing to 
defective root, staid green all Summer but 
died in the Fall. 
A neighbor obtained the 
same kind of trees, from the same block, <tc., 
hut merely dug a hole and stood them erect, 
finishing by piling up soil around the trunks 
about one foot high. In the Spring they were 
planted, and very carefully too, but out of 160 
trees more than 40 never started at all. An­ 
other neighbor went to the same nursery, 
about Uie same time, but planted kis trees at 
oace in the Autumn, taking great care of the 
roots, &e. 
The result with him was they all 
died. 
Test case3 such as these would seem 
to prove that in localities where the severity 
of the Winter frequently injures young and 
recently transplanted trees, the proper plan 
is to lay them flat, cover them with soil, and 
leave them till Spring. A coat of earth guar­ 
antees against injury in every case where mice 
are but too plentiful.

One 
of these was subsequently attacked with vio­ 
lent and somewhat unusual symptoms, short­ 
ly died, and was most carelessly examined 
and skinned close to the pond where the aui- 
mala of the farm were watered. 
Blood, in­ 
testinal contents, and garbage were swept in­ 
to the pool, which in addition appears to have 
received, as is still sadly too common, the 
soakage from the yards aud the drainage 
from the farm-house. But it is the last straw 
that breaks the camel’s back; the putrifying, 
poisonous organic matter swallowed with the 
foul water, speedily produced blood-poison­ 
ing, fever, congestion, and death of the six 
surviving horses.

They ought to do what 
they can in opposing and helping to put down 
that great evil no doubt; but maybe Timothy 
Titcomb will be pleased to remember that 
preachers have a vast assortment of special 
si a 3 to denounce, and upon the whole they do 
a perfect heap of legitimate scolding. Besides, 
t ie average congregation contains exactly the 
men and women who don’t drink rum --and 
those who do are not likely to come to church 
to be blown up for it. 
The fact is, particular 
and segregated devils are not commonly cast 
out in that way. It nihy be a question whether 
intemperance is any the less potent and pre­ 
valent now than it was twenty-five or thirty 
years ago; and nobody knows better than the 
accomplished editor of Scribner’8 that u per­ 
fect tempest or talk has been assailing it all 
that time.

TRICHINA SPIRALIS. 


T he E xcitem en t at A urora. 
C incinnati, Feb. 2.—A Cincinnati special 
says Professor Clendeniu, of Miami Medical 
College, with other experts, have made an 
investigation of the recent nearly fuia! cases 
of trichina spiralis in Aurora, Indiana, nnd 
discovered that the victims had eaten the 
meat from u bog which had been sick, after 
running about tiie streets for four weeks lie 
fore it was slaughtered. 
The animal had 
what is called the droop, but after being dosed 
with sulphur and sweet milk apparently re­ 
covered and fattened up. 
An analysis of tiie meat, cooked and raw, 
showed that it was literally alive with the 
trichina spiralis. 
The entire carca.33 of the 
hog had been infected, not e-.en the bones 
being free from the entozoon. 
The victims 
have fever, diarrhoea, great thirst and swoolen 
extremities.

owners and nothing charged for but what is 
squarely and honestly used. 


THE FRANKLIN* SAVINGS FUND. 
The Franklin Savings Fund closed its doors 
this morning, displaying a placard as follows: 
“ Closed by order of the United States Court.” 
A large number of poor persons bad money in 
the institution, as it allowed a larger rate of 
interest than most other savings funds, and 
many of these have felt the panic with great 
severity.

All 
who were acquainted with' him can testify to 
his many good qualities. 
“Mr. Sackett was possessed of considerable 
property in this city, estimated to be worth 
over twenty thousand dollars.

L. Pelham, died about three' 
months ago.
